WASHINGTON—At 12:30 this after- | 


noon the House of Representatives by a 
Viva voce vote\ passed the special rule 
providing for an eight-hour debate and 
then a roll-call on the Hobson resolution 
for submitting to the state legislature a 
proposed amendment to the coystitution 
of the United States providing that the 
sale, manufacture, importation and ex- 
portation of intoxicating liquors for sale 
for beverage purposes shall be forever 
prohibited in the United States and its 
possesssions. A final vote was expected 
at about 9:30 this evening. 

The vote on the rule was not a fair 
indication of the final  ecision. 


Many-members who intended to vote) 


against. prohibition announced that they 


would favor the rule in order to pave |

the way for final action. Whether 
two thirds majority necessary 
the resolution to the Senate could be 
secured, however, was considered by the 
well-informed to be doubtful. 

Representative Hobson let it be known 
that if the amendment failed prohibition 
would be a big issue in the 1916 cam- 
paign.

Oratory Begins to Flow 

The first streams of oratory began to 
flow with the opening of the session. 
Marshalled by Representative Hobson, a 
firm phalanx of speakers were ready 
with a plentiful supply of argumentative 
ammunition, while under Majority Lead- 
er Underwood opposition forces had 
made numerous applications for time. 

There are those, however, who were 
anxious to speak on neither side. A 
vote on prohibition jugt at this time was 
unpopular with them. They were the 
ones who are retiring from Congress 
after this short session, and who still 
have political ambitions: Until today 
they had been able to trim their sails 
to the political winds with success. But 
before this day was over they would 
have to steer one course or the other. 
The revelation of the roll-call would tell 
those back home just how they stood.

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TAX EXEMPTION 
LAW GETTING ITS

Bondholders Who Have Kept

“We have kept,” General Joffre’s or- 
der is said to continue, “the German 
forces in check and it is now our busi- 
ness definitely to clear the fatherland 
of -the invader. 

“Soldiers,” the report concludes, 
“more than ever before France relies on 
your courage, your energy and your dé- 
sire to conquer at any cost. You have 
already been victorious on the .Marne, 
on the Yser, at Ypres and in Lorraine, 
and will know how to achievé a final 
triumph.”

PARIS, France—Nothing could give a 
better idea of the perplexing situation 
to which-the French reentry into Al- 
sace-Lorraine has given rise than the 


letter from the well-known Alsatian 
~Paul-Albert Helmer, in the Temps. He 
deals with the hardship which suspicion 
of loyal Alsatians by the French mil- 
itary has brought on the native popu- 

Jation. 

Many of the French officers in com- 
mand of the troops which entered the 
Reichsland at the beginning of the war 
were totally ignorant of the conditions 
of life which German annexation had 
imposed upon the country. An instance 
‘of this ignorance is given by M. Helmer, 

At a little town in the Vosges a prom- 
inent inhabitant pointed out to the offi- 
cer in command of the French troops a 
position in the mountains, which it 
‘would be well to occupy. After study- 
‘ing the map the officer concurred with | 
_the opinion and acted in accordance with 
the Alsatian’s advice. 

On the following day he met the man 
in the street and, going up to him, 
began to thank him warmly. To his 
surprise the man declared esthat he had 
never seen him or spoken to him, and 
seemed put out by the incident. The 
officer had quite overlooked the fact that 


the town was still filled with Germans, 
and that it was unwise for any of the, 
inhabitants to show their 
openly. 


Population Is Mixed

It is no proof, 
Helmer says, that, because an Alsatian 
does not speak French, he is necessarily 
German, or inclinations. 


French has been forbidden in the pri- | 
mary schools for years, and many Alsa- | 
tians speak nothing but their German | 
dialect. 

There is a well-remembered phrase of | 
Napoleon’s on the subject. of the Alsa- | 
tians’ speech. He said, “Let them speak | 
their bad jargon; they know how to use | 
their swords French fashion.” And | 
Charles Bernard, an Alsatian poet, said | 
in 1848, “The tongue is German, but the | 
heart is French.” 

All this apparently is unknown to | 
the French officers and functionaries, | 
with the result that lamentable mistakes | 
are made and loyal Alsatians are dis- | 
trusted and find it almost impossible to | 
prove their loyalty. 

It must be admitted that the situa- | 
tion is an extremely complex one and 
that there is much excuse for the mis- 
takes that are made. Even a knowl- 
edge of French and an inability to speak 
good German is no safe criterion of 
genuine French feeling. M. de Bulach, |® 
‘M. Helmer points out, has never uttered | 
a single correct German sentence in his 
‘life. 


Wear German Helmets 

Then Alsatians wear German helmets, 
‘and this has perplexed the French mil- 
itary officers exceedingly, for they do 
not remember that German military 
service was rendered obligatory directly 


after the annexation of the provinces. 
There is also the question of the admin- 
istration. Many of the natives have be- 
‘eome functionaries under German rule, 
urged to it by the upholders of the 
French idea with the hope that the 
“provinces would be granted their auton- 
‘omy and that Alsatians would be given 
a Share in the government. That due 
precautions should be taken that’ the 
name “Alsatian” should not be used to 
conceal a spy is certainly necessary, M. 
Helmer admits, but it is also essential 
that the suspicion which has pained so 
many Alsatians loyal to France should 
be removed.

Eastern [heater An- 
alyzed. by Observer, Who 


Says German Forces Never 
Were Entirely Surrounded 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—The newspaper reader, after 
waiting patiently for official news that 
the three German army corps, wliich 
were surrounded by the inevitable “ring 
of fire and steel,” and were in an abso- 
lufely “hopeless position, had surren- 
dered, has come to the conclusion that 
they have escaped. 

Unofficial reports, made the number of 
surrounded army corps thrée, then it 
dropped to two, and finally to one. 
ficial news said very little about it one 
way or the other. At the moment of 
writing, however, there seems reason to 
believe that the position of Von Macken‘ 
sen’s army east: of Lodz is: no: less,serious 
than it was.before. 

The only direct reference to the matter 
has been made in a Berlin official state- 
ment, which reported that a great story 
of success had come to light in the fight- 
ing near Lodz. The-German forces, it 
was stated, were operating against the 
right flank and in the rear of the Rus- 
sians, when they in their turn were at- 
tacked by Russians, who. pressed them 
hard, coming from the east and south. 


Finally Break Through 


The German troops turned from the 
forces with which they were engaged 
and fought a very bitter fight for three 
days against the new troops, finally 
breaking through the “ring” made by the 
Russians. In so doing, it was further 
stated, they took with them 12,000 pris- 
oners, as well as 25 guns as booty, and 
only lost one German gun. 

This Berlin statement gave no names 
of places, and while it is fairly certain 
that part of the German troops within 
the Russian ring have escaped,:it is un- 
likely that all have yet succeeded in 
getting away. 

The Russian ring, of course, never has 
been a ring. There has always been an 
opening by which the German troops 
could with difficulty make their escape. 
Such as it is, it still exists, and there 
are still troops inside it, although the 
unintentionally misleading way in which 
various. names were used, in a recent 
Petrograd official message made it ap- 
pear likely that the German army corps 
had escaped and that the Russian line 
had been straightened out. 

As has already been made clear, the 
Russian northern-army, when threatened 
by the vastly superior forces of the Kai- 
ser, fell back behind the Bzura, with its 
wide marshes on either side extending. 
as far as Lowicz. ‘The Germans ‘first. 
failed and then suce@eded in getting 
across. the marshes by way of the only 
possible passage at Piontek, and fol. 
jowed their-success up by _ breaking 
through the Ryssian line east of Lodz, 
toward Brzezin. 


Reinforcements meantime were being} 


hurried from Warsaw, and these arrived 
in time ta close up the line‘ajmost as 
soon as it was broken, and thus a really | 
big success by the Germans was' rendered 
pull and ‘void.

Declaration of Germany Making 
Product Contraband Will Not 
Seriously Affect England at 

‘Present Time, Says Experts 


——__ 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON-—As mentioned in the cable 
despatch to the Monitor, the declaration 
by Germany that wood will be considered 


‘contraband in future, has naturally 
caused great indignation in Swedish eir- 
cles, A Monitor representative has had 
un opportunity of discussing the question 
with experts, who view the matter both 
from the Swedish and from the British 
point of view. 

As far as Sweden is concerned, when 
the war broke out her exports were seri- 
ously interfered with, and-the general 
rise in the freight, market and extra 
costs due to war risk insurance, among 
other items, have made her imports of 
coal for her industries very mueh more 
expensive. Thg result is reflected in the 
exchange, which in normal times is about 
kroner 18.20 to the pound, and is now 
about 19.20. 

Strenuous efforts have been made to 
increase exports, with a view to improv- 
ing the exchange, but this latest blow to 
Swedish exports will naturally affect the 
exchange detrimentally. 


Swedish Export of Wood 


In normal years, the export of wood 
from Sweden is between 900,000 and 
1,000,000 standards. It is estimated that 
the quantity ready for shipment to Great 
Britain, British dominions and to France, 
which is now held up by the German 


declaration, is about 100,000 standards, 
the free on board value of which ap- 
proaches £1,000,000 sterling. Part of 
this quantity will no doubt be brought 
forward by railvand shipped through 
Norwegian ports, but the extra cost of 
transport resulting from such an opera- 
tion would be about £2 per standard, 
and the capacity of the railways is lim- 
ited. 

So far Great Britain can view the sit- 
uation with equanimity. There is no 
doubt that there are large stocks in this 
country, and probably if the regular 
course of trade is not interfered with, 
when- Apel and..May of ,.1915 comes 
round, there is no fear of a wood famine 
here. 

The building trade,. which absorbs such 
a large quantity of the wood in normal 
times, is very quiet, and the cause of the 
recent rise in price of timber in this 
country is solely due to government re- 
quirements for building huts arid also to 
the large demand for wood for making 
packing cases for military stores. It can 
hardly be doubted that this demand will 
be reduced somewhat as soon as the 
building of huts is finished. 


Large Quantities Purchased 


The opinion of the timber trade gen- 
erally in Great Britain is perhaps best 
reflected jin the attitude of importers 
here, who have bought large quantities 
of wood for shipment in December of 
this year. They now have the option of 
getting this wood transported via Nor- 
Way at an extra price of £2 per stand- 
ard or of cancelling their contract. Near- 
ly all those importers who supply ‘the 
normal trade have preferred to cancel, 
only those who deliver to the- govern- 
ment have elected to pay the extra cost. 

It ean therefore be seen that the posi- 

tion is viewed with absolute equanimity 
by all those who are not looking forward 
to a prolonged war, and such people feel 
that if Germany had really desired to 
aim a blow at Great Britain by bringing 
about a wood famine, they should have 
taken the step several months ago, 
whereas now the blow will not be ef- 
fective, unless the war should be a pro- 
longed one. 
; It is believed that during the winter 
months endeavors will be made to ship 
as large quantities as possible from Swe- 
den through Norwegian ports in order to 
mitigate shortage next spring, if all the 
difficulties have not been removed. by 
that time. 


JEWS SAID TO BE 
IN CONTROL OF THE 
JERUSALEM TRADE. 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—Acctording to a recently is- 
sued British consular report, it is im- 
possible to give an exact estimate of the 
population of Jerusalem, owing to the 
non-existence of reliable official records, 
and although it is believed that it figures 
at 110,000 a more correct estimate might 
he 95,000. 

It is, roughly speaking, the report says, 
composed of 13,000 Christians, 12,000 
Muhammadans, and 70,000 Jews, many 
of whdm are immigrants from Russia 
who. with the remaining part of the 
Jewish population, have so well adapted 
themselves to loeal conditions that they 
have succeeded in practically monopoliz- 
ing the greater part of such trade as 
exists. 

In spite of the emigration of many 
Jews to escape military service, there has 
still been a marked increase in this sec- 
tion of the population. There has prac- 
tically been no variation in the size of 
the British community, which numbers 
about 350. mdst of whom are mission- 
aries.. Besides these there are about 200 
Jews, including a few naturalized in the 
colonies,

and fences therefrom. 

(b). Take possession of any buildings 
or other property, including works for 
the supply of gas, electricity or water, 
and of any sources of water supply. 

(c), Take such steps as may be nec- 
essary for placing any buildings or struc- 
tures in a state of defense. 

(d). Cause any buildings or struc- 
tures to be destroyed, or any property 
to be moved from one place to another, 
or to be destroyed. 

(fe) Take possession of any arms, 
ammuaition, explosive substances, equip- 
ment or warlike stores (including lines, 
cables and other apparatus intended to 
be laid or used for telegraphic or tele- 
phonic purposes). 

(f). Do any other act involving inter- 
ference with private rights of property 
which is necessary for the purpose afore- 
said. 

The regulations further deal with the 
right of access to land for training of 
fny part of his majesty’s. forces, the 
stopping or diverting of roads, the re- 
moval of vehicles, the taking over of 
the output of factories, the removal of 
the inhabitants of certain districts, and 
the closing of licensed premises wherever 
considered necessary. 

By other provisions the competent au- 
thority is empowered to make an order 
fer extinguishing or obscuring lights.

GERMANS PLAN 
TO STOP SELLING 


TO BELLIGERENTS |

BERLIN, Germany—Under the heading 
“Delivery of War Material to Belligerent 
Countries,” the Norddeutsthe Allgemeine 
Zeitung recently announced that more 
stringent measures Were in future to be 
taken to prevent trading with their op- 
ponents through neutral_ countries. 

There had been increasing evidence. of 
late, the semi-official organ maintained, 
of the delivery of.goods by a certain 
number of German merchants, even when 
it had been frankly admitted they were 
destined for hostile countries.

usually sold in time of peace, and had 
proved themselves perfectly willing to

Among these goods were bullet-mak- 
ing machines, steel for the making of 
shells, and boot leather—articles which 
were, of course, calculated materially to 
assist hostile countries in, the actual 
conduct of the war. There was not the 
slightest desire on the part of the gov- 
ernment to restrict trade with neutral 
countries, but warning was given that 
the exportation of goods to hostile 
countries, whether thesé were subject 
to the export prohibition or not, con- 
stituted a criminal offense, and would 
in future be dealt with as the law 
required.

The Matthison portrait shows the ac- 
tress as Hermione in “A Winter’s 
Tale.”

The drama study movement that has 
developed in recent years in New Eng- 
land colleges takes its artistic source 
from the undergraduate comic opera 


given by societies and fraternities as a 
part of their annual entertainment of 
their friends. Its’ pedagogic source was 
in the recognition by professors that the 
student sometimes knows bettef how fo 
educate himself than they know how to 
educate him, The movement has now 
got out of the experimental stage. Con- 
servative Yale has persuaded the fathers 
and mothers of Connecticut to accept it 
as ranking in educative value with me- 
chanical engineering. 

The movement as illustrated by the 
performance of Monday night retains the 
marks of its origin. Comic opera still 
persists in the modern college dramatic 
show. The burlesque, “Behind the Be- 
yond,” with its travesties on the elocu- 
tion and the stage business of the melo-: 
dramatic actor and actress, is little else 
than a college comic opera without the 
singing. But better than that, and show- 
ing a hopeful tendency to be predominant 
in time, the self-educative idea comes out 
brilliantly in this program. 

Recognition of the ability of the stu- 
dent to take charge, under certain regu- 
lations, of his own bringing up, is the 
peculiar glory of recent pedagogy and it 
has its reward and justification in the 
work of the Yale society. The triumph 
of the occasion was the play by’a Yale 
senior, Mr. Tuttle, on the subject of the 
Huguenot persecution. The piece is hap- 
pily original in conception as a stage 
picture. It has the freshness of youth- 


ful work without any of those conceits 
that appeal primarily to college students 
as a privileged leisure class. It is a 
work by a youth for the entertainment 
of all people just as they come along, and 
not for fathers, mothers, sisters and 


j} cousins, or even for those who act as 


proxies of the same, the people of an 
academic community. 

Any audience, barring considerations 
of historic prejudice, would like Mr. 
Tuttle’s “St. Bartholomew’s Eve.” It is 
a pity that there were no Yales to which 
the opera writer Meyerbeer could go for 
a librettist when he composed nis 
“Huguenots.” His work might have dra- 
matic potency today, if its scenes had 
been sketched with the cunning.of Mr. 
Tuttle’s little picture in the sixteenth 
century Louvre. The excellent crafts- 
manship of the dramatic association’s 
playwright indicates that the colleges are 
| developing that much-needed artist, a, 
libretto writer for the coming American 
composer. 

“The Ghost of Jerry Bundler” and 
“The Stranger” are praiseworthy studies 
in the fantastic and the symbolic. The 
first one is pure house party entertain- 
ment. The second might be a challenge 
to an accomplished dramatic artist in its 
character of the woman, but probably 
not a strong one. On the contrary, the 
challenge of the king in “St. Bartholo- 
mews Eve” might engage the interest of 
a highly trained actor. It is a decided 
triumph at all events for the man who 
sketched it. The conflict in- the king’s 
mind between willingness to accept 
D’Anjou’s policy of extermination for the 
Protestants and desire to be fair to all 
his subjects is convincingly studied. The 
situation developed near the end of the 
king breaking in on the duel of D’Anjou 
and Sidney, and of his renouncing the 
national erime which the bell of St. Ger- 
main L’Auxerrois rang in is of something 
more than the amateur stage or of the 
academic stage. 

Fortunately, fine opportunity for char- 
acterization and good acting, went to- 
gether. Mr. Tweddell:- made g persuasive 
impersonation of the king. Another op- 
portunity in the program was well met. 
Mr. Hamilton as Lady Cicely in the 
travesty on problem plays, with which 
the night began, was masterful in the 
burlesque style. He was the college 
comic opera. figure of history to the 
letter. 

As to stage settings, the one of the 
interior of the Louvre was in keeping 
with the high demands of the subject. 
The costumes too, were worthy of it. 
The lighting in the inn scene of “Jerry 
Bundler” and in the mountain hut scene 
of “The Stranger,”? was an element in 
such success as the pieces had. 


AMERICA IS PAID 
DOUBLE TRIBUTE 


‘*Forefathers’ Day” aS 
Praises 100 Years of Achieve- 
ment in Canada and United 


States

Tributes to 100 years of peace between 
the United States and Canada were paid 
by Dr. , A. Macdonald, managing 
editor of the Toronto Globe,-and the 
Rev. Howard A. Bridgman at: the cele- 
bration of “Forefathers day” conducted 
by the Boston Congregational Club in 
Ford hall last evening. About, 600 mem-t 
bers and guests were present. 

Dr. Macdonald’s talk was on 
ica’s Greatest Achievement in the Light 
of Europe’s Colossal Failure.” He spoke 
of what America had accomplished since 
the landing ofthe Pilgrims, and empha. 
sized the fact that since the signing of 
the peace treaty “there has not been a: 
fortification upon the boundary line of 
the two countries for a century. 

Bringing out his contrast, Mr. Mac- 


donald said: 

“Against the failure of Europe is pre- 
sented in America this year the celebra- 
tion of a full century of unbroken peace | 
between the greatest empire the world |. 
ever saw and the world’s greatest re- 
public. This is indeed. the wonder of | 
the world; more than 400,000,000 people, | 
of all races and colors and’ languages, | 
covering over one quarter of the land | 
area of the globe, Ave at peace under 
one flag; under another flag live nearly 
100,000,000 of as progressive people as 
the world knows and these two flags for 
100 years, fold in fold, entwine, in a 
eommon iKeal, for a common purpose, to 
promote the freedom and progress and 
peace of all humanity.” 

He hoped the. present European conflict 
would see the end-of autocracies, the 
(end of despotisms, the end of war-lords, 
the end of secret diplomacies and the 
ultimate and. everlasting end of the re- 
ligion of valor. He said that over free 
peoples there ean be no dictator, no au- 
tocracy, no mastership. - Every nation, 
great or small, he believed, must be 
master ef its own house. 

Briefly touching upon the conflicting 
@aims as to the cause of the European 
war he concluded: “But‘’a new day will 
dawn; out of this weirdness and welter a 
ew world shall arise, America. must 
eome with its schools and colleges, its 
universities and churches, and with a 
life not of militarism, but of love >f 
justice and brotherhood.”

RAIL FIREMEN 
DEMAND END OF. 
SURPRISE TESTS 


Counsel Tell Wage Arbiters 
Courts Must Abrogate “Safety . 
Fi ist’ " Rules That Cause Men : 
to Leap From Their Engines 


CHICAGO—Continuing ‘testimony be- 
fore the railway wage arbitration board, 
the firemen perststently demand abolish- 
ing of surprise tests. 

Seven firemen were heard Monday. It 
is intended to adjourn until Jan. 4, after 
today’s short session. 

Argument over efficiency tests 
posed in cOnnection with “safety first” 
brought from Warren S. Stone and Wil- 
liam SS. Carter, representing the men, 
statements that if certain features of 
the tests objectionable to the men were 
not eliminated by the arbiters the men 
would strike. Mr. Carter said the 
men first asked the courts and the board 
te protect them from practises con- 


im- 


W. L. Park, vice-president of the IIli- 
nois Central and member of the board of 
arbitration, read o long statement quot- 
ing largely from an interstate commerce 
commission report, and declared he re- 
quired a preponderance of evidence as -to 
the danger of “surprise tests” before he 
would yote to eliminate them, as re- 
quested by the mén. 

Mr.- Park said the tests were mike 
necessary because the.commission had re- 
ported that 52 out of 81 accidents in 
which persons were killed occurred be- 
cause employees had disregarded signals 
or company rules. Thirteen of these 
accidé@pts, he. said, occurred despite the 
automatic block signal system. 

The men complain that tests are made 
in such a way that the locomotive crews|' 
become abarmed and sometimes leap from 
their engines after setting the brakes, 

The firemen told, generally, stories of 
men laid off and promotion deferred by 
the advent of heavy locomotives, of long 
hours’‘and secant pay, the latter depleted 
by expenditures when away from home. 
C. B. Vance, employed by the Illinois 
Central railroad, who from time to time 
has “fired” a passenger locomotive, said 
that on one fast run the crew was so 
shaken by vibrations of the big locomo- 
tive that chains were strung between it 
and the tender also, so they would. not 
slip off. 

It — from the testimony that 
on the heaviest locomotives one fireman 
could not do all the work required and 
was assisted by the engineer. The men 
claim that on such locomotives an as- 
sistant fireman should be provided. It 
was declared also that. violations of the 
16-hour law ‘were frequent.

Would it not seem a wonderfyl thing 
if some day when you were diggings in 
the ground you tame upon a queer 
ring that had lain there for years and

Toarnai in what is now Belgium. This 
was long ago, and the things they dug 
up had been in‘ the earth for centuries. 
One was a ring with the name of 
Childeric on it. He was a king in the 
days before there was even a country 
called France.

AGRICULTURAL 
CHIEF OPPOSES. 
ONE CROP IDEA 


Secretary Houston in Pinehurst 
Speech, Also Emphasizes Ne- 


cessity of Improving Country 
Life in Most Profitable Way 


PINEHURST, N.+ C.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston in an address be- 
fore the Sand Hills farmers recently 
said that the nation “is just waking up 
to the fact that we have been relatively 
neglectful of tural life problems.” 

He also emphasized the necessity of 


making rural' life practical, profitable, 


complete unto itself. 

The one erop idea he discouraged, 
urging comprehensive agricultural ac- 
tivities, emphasizing especially the op- 
portunities offered for live stock and 
poultry production on economic lines in 
the South. 

The South has been especially neglect- 
ful in the production of live stock, he 
continued, pointing out that while the 
average Iowa farm had, for instance, 
35 head of hogs, the average southern 
farm had not over five; that while the 
average Iowa farm had 110 head of poul- 
try the average-southern farm had not 
over 14. Further, the judgment of the au- 
thorities seems to be that the South 
could raise hogs and poultry especially, 
quite as profitably if not more so than 
the Middle West if it used the same 
judgment and intelligent methods. The 
climate is more favorable, the Season for 
growing reps /longerand: the grazing 
season correspondingly long. Secretary 
Houston admittéd that it might be a 
question as to whether the South could 
grow wheat, corn, oats and forage gen- 
erally and eroduce meat stuffs for for- 
eign and interstate consumption in com- 
petition with the West, but he contended 
that it should, at least, grow enough for 
its own consumption, In one year, he 


‘said the South imported $200,000,000 


worth of wheat, corn and hay, paying all 
middlemen’s charges, transportation, 
etc.; in one year North. Carolina im- 
ported food stuffs of the kind in value 


equal to the entire cotton crop. This is’ 


bad economy, he said, and should be cor- 
rected, for it is highly important in this 


‘emergency that the South should provide 


enoygh to subsist on within its own bor- 
ders and be relieved of the necessity -of 
relying on selling the cotton crop im- 
mediately to subsist. 

“Too much of our thought has been 
directed to building up great industrial 
centers,” concluded the secretary. “Eager 
to bave the biggest -cities, fostered by 
every device, we are just waking up to 


‘the fact that we have been relatively 


neglectful of rural life problems. The 
country finds itself in the singular state 


' of being dependent on’ foreign countries 


for food stuffs.. This is but temporary 
and..with the headway we are making in 
agriculture, we should undoubtedly soon 


' retain our former position, not only sup- 


plying our own food stuffs, but a Jarge 
portion for the rest of the world.”

CHICAGO—Development _ of a soil- 
tilling machine which preparés the. seed 
bed in one operation, thereby saving 20 
to 30 per cent in seed and increasing the 
cfop yield by an appreciable. amount, 
will be among the reports brought to the 
American Society of Agricultural Engi- 
neers at its eighth annual ‘meeting at 
the Hotel Sherman in Chicago Dee. 28-30. 
According to word from Europe an in- 
crease of 11 per cent in crops May be ex- 
pected from this “rotary tiller.” Plow- 


ing, discing.and harrowing are combined’ 


in one operation. 

The tool for bringing the soil into con- 
dition for seeding is attached to the rear 
of a tractor and is driven by the motor, 
which also operates the‘tractor, but at a 
circumferential speed higher than the 
forward motion of the tractor. 

The. tool*is provided with a multiplic- 
ity of claws or hooks, which dig up the 
soil to a depth that may be varied, and 
break it up..into particles. The plow 
may be compared to a plane, the rotary 
tiller to a milling cutter. ~ 


Leaves Soil Light 


Among the advantages claimed for 
these machines are the- lightness of the 
new tractor, so that the soil will not be 
packed in as with tractor and plow; it 
does not press the soil into the bottom 
of the furrow like the plow; it leaves a 
fine dust mulch on top of the soil, thus 
decreasing’ evaporation, and manure is 
evenly distributed. ,

Feel That They Should Pay 


Special to the Moniter from 
its Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON-.:-Once again Congress | 

is trying to put the District of Columbia 

on a self-supporting pasis. The element 
in the House that has favored abolish- 


ment pays half the district’s expenses 
and the district pays the other half, has 
mustered enough support to pass the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill 
carrying the Johnson-Prouty amendment, 
which shoulders all the expense on dis- 
trict taxpayers. 

This is the second time within a year 
that the Houge has adopted this course. 
The last time the plan was rejected by 
the Senate and left out in conference 


-jafter a long controversy, and it’ appears 


certain that the Senate will again refuse 
to concur. in the change. : 


‘strenuous contest, however, for Chairman 
Ben Johnson of the House committee on 
District of Columbia, and his coworkers, 


are more determined than ever in -their, 


stand on account of the agitation against 
them that has been stirred up by district 
citizens, « 

In fact, so opposed are the Senate and 
House views on this matter that leaders 
think the district bill is more likely 
than any other measure to cause an extra 
session of Congress next spring. It is 
an ‘appropriation bill and must be passed; 


if it does not pass by March’4’an extra |’ 


session must be called te provide revenu® 
for the national capital. 

~ The bill is now before the Senate com- 
mittee and probably wll be reported 
soon with the half-and-half provision, 
The lang contést is expected to come in 
conference between the two houses. 


Expenses Shared 

‘The. half-and-half principle was incor- 
porated in the Organic Act of 1878, 
known as “the constitution of the dis: 
trict,” the purpose being to.develop and 
beautify Washington to an extent which | 
it would be unreasonable to expect loca 
taxpayers alone to pay, In recent years 
a sentiment has developed in Congress | 
in favor of requiring district property 
owners to pay all the district expenses 
just as is done by the property owners 
in any other city. 

On behalf of the’ district it is argued 
that local taxpayers should not be re; 
quired to maintain the nation’s capital 
in the state of beauty which the people 
of the country want Washington to be. 
It is the only distinctly national capital 
in the world. The government owns 
snore than half the area of the District. 
In, the original plat 54 per cent of the 
area consisted of streets and avenues, 
not including the many parks and beauty 
spots for which Washington is famed. 

Per capita taxation in the district is 
a little. less than in other cities of its 
size, but a large proportion of the resi- 
dents of Washington,‘ employees of the 
government, hold their legal residences 
elsewhere and do not pay taxes: in the 
district. 


Taxed Have No Vote 


Above all arguments is the fact that 
residents of the District of Columbia 
have no voice in their government. Con- 
gress makes all laws for the district, 
which are administeréd by commissioners 
appointed by the President with concur- 
rence of the Senate. The courts are all 
federal courts. The citizens are taxed 
but'do not vote. Their only opportunity 
for a voice in their affairs is by petition 
and for the purpose of petition they 
have organized a committee of 100 to 
resist attempts to abrogate the organic 
act. . 

“The design of the constitution and 
its founders,” said Senator Southard of 
the, district committee in 1835, “was to 
créate a residence for the government 
where they should have absolute and 
unlimited control, which should be réegu- 
lated and governed by them; without the 
interference of partial interests of the 
states, which should be built up and sus: 
tained hy their effort and resources, nat 
dependent upon the will or resources of 
any state or local interest. The national | 
capital is the child of the Union, a crea- 
tion of the Union for.its own purposes.” 

In 1874 a joint committee of Congress 
said:. “The streets, avenues, squares 
and general plans of the capital city bear 
the impress of paramount and_ exclu- 
sive nationality; spacious and grand’ in 
design, dedicated to the. sacred uses of'a 
capital, onerous and intolerable as a 
charge upon private property, the pro- 
vision and supervision of all suitable im- 


provements and decorations obviously,{ 


properly and  imperatively devolves 
upon Congress; and it will, as it re- 
spects the character of its jurisdiction: 
and the dignity: of ite trust, exercise a 
jealous care over it. 

“All legislation for the district must 
be htld to be national in its character 
and primarily in: the interests. of the 
American people.” 

The committee of 100 raises the ques- 
tion: Was it intended that ‘the whole 
burden of development. and maintenance 
of the national eapital of 95,000,000 
should be put upon the 345,000. people 
who reside in the District of Columbia?

Opposition Develops 

There is no evidence that Costa Rica, 
the southern neighbor of Nicaragua, has 
ceased opposing the treaty, and it is 
not unlikely that a more determined op- 
position will be shown by this republic 
as the situation develops. Salvador and 
lionduras also registered their objection 
io the provision granting the United 
States a naval base in the gulf of Fon- 
seca on the Pacific, contending that 
ownership in that enclosed water be- 
longed to all three countries. Costa Rica 
claims to possess such riparian rights in 
the San. Juan river that Nicaragua has 
no right to grant a concession covering 
that waterway. The San Juan would 
have to play a considerable part in the 
building of an inter-oceanic canal across 
the territory of Nicaragua, 


Republic Needs Funds 


Nicaragua’s finances have been in a 
precarious condition for several years. 
Money is needed as never before in the 
history of the country. But.in the 
amended form as coming from the Sen- 

‘ate committee there is a clause in: the 
treaty stating that the $3,000,000 must 
be used to pay off some of the long- 
standing international debts of the na- 
tion, Whether the government will be 
entirely agreeable to such an arrange- 
ment is quite another story. 

Adolfo Diaz’s administration has worked 
insistently for the treaty in its original 
form. Dt. Chamorro was sent to Wash- 
ington especially because of his knowl- 
edge of international law affairs. The 
situation, as it concerns Nicaragua itself, 
is said to be more or less of a political 

fight between the Liberals and the Con- 
servatives, the latter now in control with 
General Diaz as the head. The present 
administration appears to have the con- 
fidence of Washington, although it was a 

revolution that brought the present in- 

'eumbent into power. 

Series of Revolutions 

The Estrada revolution against the 
administration of Jose Santos Zelaya in 
1910, may be said to have initiated the 

move for a treaty with the United 
States. Zelaya had been in power since 

_ 1906, and Nicaraguans were beginning 
to dislike what they termed his dictator- 
ship. When he saw that the opposition 
to his rule was growing, Zelaya turned 
the government over to Jose Madriz, but 
the United States refused to recognize 
the latter. It was then that American 
marines took possession of Bluefields. 
General Estrada was selected for Presi- 
dent, and Diaz for vice-president. Find- 
ing conditions not to his satisfaction, 
Estrada resigned and Diaz assumed 
eharge as chief executive. 

Nicaragua is remarkable for its many 

matural resources, fertile valleys and 
mountains rich in minerals waiting only 
to be expluited and developed with the 
ceasing of internal difficulties. President 

_ Diaz has been able to keep the country 

' at peace, and those who claim to under- 
stand the conditions say that cooperation 

' with the United States, as outlined in 
the treaty, would greatly aid the Central 

_ American republic to- establish ftself 

«+ firmly.

Chile feels assured that its interna- 
tional affairs in North America will be 
handled with care so long as Senor 
Suarez Mujica remains in Washington.

QUITO, Eguador—The two days’ jour- 
ney from Guayaquil to this city, no mat- 
ter how often it is undertaken, offers nov- 
elty and picturesque experience, The tray- 


eler makes his/start from the Pacific port 
early in the morning, and the preliminary 
trip across the Guayas river, nearly’ a 


| 


mile wide, lands him‘at the railway sta- | 


tion a Duran, where the journey begins 
in. earnest, 

The course of the railroad is eastward 
to the foothills of the Andes at Buray, 5/7 
miles away. This section is a low coastal 
plain. The land is marshy and is well 
suited for rice cultivation. Bucay lie 
at an altitude of 975 sfeet and several 
cars are now dropped to lighten the train. 
The great mogul type of locomotive takes 
the place of the smaller engine, and the 
train of four coaches begins. the real 
ascent of the mountains.

WHITMAN COLLEGE DISCOVERS 
CHEAP SUBSTITUTE FOR JUTE 


WALLA WALLA, Wash.—“Stranfa,” 
a fiber much stronger than jute, has been 
manufactured. in the laboratories of 
Whitman College out of straw from a 
Walla Walla county straw stack, and the 
material now is on exhibition at the 
Farmers Agency, says the Evening Bul- 
letin. The straw”for the demonstration 
was furnished by W. S. Clark, one of 
the committee appointed by the Farmers 
Union to investigate the matter, and the 
conversion of the worthless product of 
the grain field into fiber worth $35 per 
ton was accomplished under the direction 
, of Robert, Kirk-Patri¢k, and under the 
' superv ision of the farmers’ committee. 

“The demonstration has been perfectly 
successful, it is said, and Mr. Kirk-Pat- 
rick has been ‘in communication with 
Warden Drum of the penitentiary, and 
an effort is being made to have the war- 
den contract to use the straW fiber in- 
stead of jute, If such action is taken by 
the penitentiary officials it will be but a

CHICAGO, ART INSTITUTE HAS 
SEVEN ONE-MAN SHOWS HUNG 


Special to the Monitor 
from its Chicago Bureau 


OHIOAGO—In. giving seven “one-man 
shows” in adjoining galleries the art 
institute is going beyond any epecial ex- 
hibitions it has previously had. The in- 
novation of so many and diverse artistic 
exhibits has proved pleasing to some, to 
others has been a cause for criticism; yet 
the galleries are attracting and holding 
many visitors. With one room of dainty 
pieces of sculpture by a former Chi- 
cagoan, Bessie Potter Vonnoh, another of 
etchings done mostly around Chicago and 
bv a Chicagoan, Earl H. Reed, a large 
gallery of notable sea pictures by Charles 
H. Woodbury, portraits of people in the 
public eye by Robert Vonnoh, a room 
full of scenes of placid Italy by Charles 
Warren Eaton, some charming garden 
spots portrayed by Jane Peterson, who 
has many friends in this city, and some 
adventuresome and highly interesting 
canvases from George Bellows, the Art 
Institute’s departure from custom is well 
worth a visit of approbation. The range 
is wide, the workmanship on the whole 
good, and several of the artists have lent 
an added note of interest by their pres- 
ence for at least a portion of the exhibit. 
It will close Jan. 8. 


One turning to the paintings of George 
Bellows reviews them with a smile of 
pleasure, for they breathe life of men 
and nature. Bellows indicates an im- 
pressionistic way of looking at a scene, 
giving it in a broad sweep that throws 
baek the mood and the idea at first glance. 
The most striking thing is his “Club 
Night, ”-a desperate moment in the prize 
ring, two bulls of men almost in a clinch 
and the’ eferee crouching in toward them. 
There is vastly *more fight in Bellows’ 
painting than in most prize fights. The 
faces at the ringside are familiar, stretch- 


ing out into what you realize is a full! 


house. . The, power, the brutality, the 
conflict of strong men is:the tale Bellows 
tells in a flash. Just this same sort of 
glimpse, as if you had looked in for an 
instant through a hole in the tent, is 
“The Circus.” The gay equestrienne on 
her high-stepping white horse is thrown 
out of the details of riding. master, 
clowns, ‘Ting and spectators in admirable 
fashion. 
- “Love of Winter” is well named, for 
Mr. Bellows ‘has painted this spirit into 
his canvas; It looks like a jolly day in 
the late afternoon with. shadows deep- 
ening onthe high swinging clouds. Here 
again in the skaters’the artists’ sense 

of motion shows itself well developed. 
“Summer Night” amid the trees sends 
out the coolness of the early evening, 
the softness of the moon’s glimmer al- 
at papotioed, ~the “ of summer-

night’s gentleness. Turning to the cold- 
ness of winter, Bellows can almost chill 
one with his “Winter Road. His por- 
traits, however, are not as satisfying as 
his other works. Lacking story or mood 
of nature to express, he has 
wielded his bizarre lighting effects to 


‘success in portraiture. 


Charles Warren Eaton has spent some 
very cheerful days at Varenna and along 
the alluring shores of Lake Como, and 
brought their memories back in a room- 
ful.of sunny pictures. In these he is 
more colorful than usual. His fondness 
for twilight is not forgotten, for several 
such are to be seen, but some of these 
Italian views are full of the sun. Eaton 
has taken advantage of the red tiled 
roofs of the villages and wrought pleas- 
antly with them. Tile is a fascihating 
subject to deal with fer in one day it 
plays many parts in the scale of color, 
and these the artist has noted well. . In 
“Balbienello, Lake Como,” Eaton has 
caught the texture of the water beau- 
tifully. The castle-like structure rises 
almost like an enchanted palace in olden 
fairy tale. The sky, however, doesn’t 
seem to go off just right. “Varenna” is 


a jewel of springtime, the fresh green of) 


the’ trees, the red roofs and the florid 
blue of the lake makjng a scene doubly 
attractive in remembrance of. the keen 
bfeezes that blow but a few steps with- 
out. Delightful little glimpses into the 
Italian lakes .are offered in a _ large 
number of thumb box sketches. 

When Jane Peterson came back to this 
country after some time spent in Spain 
with Sorolla, she wondered what she 
would paint here.

Hollyhocks, lotus and blossoms of other 
gayety are lavished by Miss Peterson on 
her spacious canvases. If you like color 
and cheerfulness, here it is in abundance. 
Figures appear in most of the pictures, 
but they are merely a part of the view, 
a human flower among nature’s. 

Robert Vonnoh’s collection carries the 
added ‘interest of introducing a number 
of personages, but besides his portraits 
he shows ‘a goodly exhibition of land- 
scapes. 

Most imposing is the large full length 
portrait of Charles Francis Adams, but 
most popular is the artist’s portrait of 
his wife, Bessie Potter Vonnoh. This is 
charming, but Mr. Vonnoh had inspira- 
tion to work with, for the capable little

‘Dulness Prevails in Almost 


Is Still Confidently Looked For, With Some En-| 
_ couraging Prospects fo for Spring Business Seen ; 


All Phases, but Impeoveiseet|

After making allowance for the usual 

_Tespite in shoe trade activities usual at 

the close of the year, conditions are still 
extremely dull and uncertain. 

Reports from returning salesmen are 
“Nnot very encouraging. Their statements 
regarding spring business are conserva- 
tive and in some instances predict a con- 
tinuance of present conditions, 

These opinions cannot be refuted just 
now, but local merchants foster the hope 
that a demand of fair proportions will 
appear. In the absence of anything 
startling this market if better prepared 
to stand the “pinch” than some others. 

Unless business takes a turn for the 
worse shoe buyers due here next month 
will find prices strong notwithstanding 
the dearth of trade now existing. With 
anything like a brisk demand for light 
upper leather, prices would respond in 
quick time, {he present easy market be- 
ing wholly attribytabie to the slack call 
for shoes. 7 

Whether the trade is to experience 
a sudden recovery, it cannot remain in 
its present, condition, because factories 
are expensive and opening of a foothold 
in the markets far to the south are 
getting more and more attractive as do- 
mestic trade becomes small. 

Factories are still running far below 
capacity, with no immediate prospect of 
an increase. Men’s fine dress and street 
shoes are below the average year’s book- 
ings. Retailers have placed some orders 
for the spring trade, but there are many 
waiting for the latest hints regarding 
styles. Low cuts are touched with cau- 
tion and other features are also doubt- 
ful propositions. The jobbers are no bet- 
ter off in this respect than are the 
smaller operators and are waiting to 
come to market before placing contracts. 

Manufacturers of men’s side leather 
shoes enjoy the major part of what 
activity there is, There has been a grow- 
ing businéss from the West. Prices in 
these lines are firm, with a tendency up- 
ward. There have been army contracts 
placed, but reported amounts are not in 
accord with facts. . 

The styles in ladies’ footwear continue 
to increase, and so diligently do manu- 
facturers search for something new that 
a completed line of samples is a thing 
of the past. This state & things is keep-

Those specializing misses and chil- 
dren’s shoes say there are firms with a 
fair lot of orders booked for future ship- 
ment and a cheerful feeling prevails. 
Perhaps a more direct reason for this lies 
in the fact thatthese smaller shoes feel 
the advance less ard the fickleness of 
fashion does not invade them so deeply 
as is found in the adult. lines, which 
serves to kecp the prices on a more even 
basis.

It matters not where the demand 
comes from, so Jong as it comes with 
the money behind ‘it, and the buyers 
of this country may find that the buyer 
abroad is not to be ignored when the 
renewal of home trade is an occasion for 
them to go into the leather market with 
orders, and such a condition is not as 
improbable as might be imagined. Ac- 
cording to records, the. markets are 
short about 800,000 hides of last year 
pull offs, so this fact, with the free 
buying from abroad, made values soar, 
regardless ‘of a local inactivity! 

With a rift in the cloud which has 
long been hanging over the shoe trade, 
indicating a turn for the better, the 
future seems brighter than it did 60 
days ago; if a revival.comes and meets 
a war demand of today’s proportion 
there will be a fine time in the leather 
district, that is for the dealers. 

The leather dealers are having an ac- 
tive or an inactive: business, according to 
the grades they tan. Heavy stock 
moves well; light stock is slow. 

Sole leather is having a good call from 
abroad, but a limited domestic demand. 
Large shipments of hemlock and union 
tanned leather go abroad weekly, but 
oak sole is chiefly for home use, there 
being a fair call for it. 

There has been some_ unloading of 
light calf skins and the prices were low 
or the buyers would not have “caught 
on.” The heavy weights are in good call, 

Side upper leather is sold ahead, and as 
is usual in such cases nothing worth 
while was picked up in the way of new.

The local trade is too dull for iia 
activity in the patent leather district.

The glazed kid situation is unchanged.

CHICAGO—The ibedtern bond market | 


‘eflects 4mproved business conditions, and 
the genera] opinion is that prospects are 
highly encouraging. 

The closest observers of underlying 
conditions are of one accord in expressing 
their. belief that there will be a steady 
recovery henceforth. 

Since the money market eased, a few 
weeks ago, the improvement in the bond 
market has. given dealers a great deal 
of satisfaction, not because of heavy 
sales, but because the betterment has 
indicated strength and stability. There 
has been less of the _ uncertainty 
prevailing than in many months, and 
plenty of evidence is at hand of a forth- 
coming demand on the part of in- 
vestors. 

Bond interests appreciate the present 
tituation more because it has no boom 
or runaway aspects. Many of them are 
of the opinion that the time has passed, 
at least for a long timé, when there will 
be an abnormal demand for bonds, but 
at the same time, they do look forward 
to a time in the not far distant future, 
when investments will be given more 
xonsideration than ever before. 

The great business opportunities which 
confront the American people at the 
present time will mean more money for 
investment and no doubt will mean more 
and better investments than heretofore. 
it is believed that during the‘next few 
years increasipg attention will be given 
to the general market because the newer 
issues will probably afford a higher yield 
than heretofore. 

It was only recently that many of the 
leading bond houses were light. Now 
there are plenty of inquiries and corre- 
spondingly heavy sales. Under normal 
times it is expected that a lull should 
naturally take place around the holiday 
period, but this train of the market has 
not materialized this year except in a4 
mild way, and after the turn of the year 
{ealers are looking for a real change from 
the recent depression. 

The whole situation is considered to 
have been handled in such a splendid 
manner since the’resumption of business 
by the bond houses that the feeling of 
apprehension has disappeared, and the 
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effects of the war have almost been dis- 
counted so far as the domestic bonds of 
investment business are concerned. 

According to leading authorities, it will 
be a considerable time before municipal | 
bonds will be forced out of their leading 
position, but for the first time in many 
weeks there is a decided tendency on the | 
part of other issues to come into their, 
own. A fair number of new municipal | 
issues have recently been purchased ‘n' 
the West and other parts of the country, | 
and are said to have met with a satis- 
factory, sale, although in some instances | 
it is understood that dealers have been | 
picking up new. issues quietly, with a 
view to increasing their supplies. 
they will offer later. Investors have’ 
been gratified to find that many new’ 
issues have come on the market vieldipg | 
from 5 to 6 per cent.

NEW YORK—Equipment authorities 


in‘ this eity say that they do not expect 


any immediate‘ great increase in railroad 
buying of cars, Jocomotives, etc., ag a

Nearly all 
have now a jarger business than at the 
same time @ year ago., 
{ The cold. weather of the past week hes 
caused a heavy movement of coal in all 
directions, and this, together with the 
continned large traffic i in grain and grain 
products, and with an increasing move- 
ment of merchandise, has enabled the 
railroads to show more improvement than 
was expected. The zero weather which 
has been common to a large portion of 
‘the West has greatly stimulated trade, 
and, at the same time, has caused a gain 
in shipping which was not interrupted 
in its movement by heayy stornis. 

The railroads have been fortunate in 
this respect, and have been in the posi- 
tion ‘of being able to keep expenses down, 
to @ minimum thus far in the’ winter. 
‘On the other hand, the cold weather has 
‘necessitated the moving of more trains. | 

The general business situation appears 
to -be improving in a conservative way 
and optimism is apparent in alt parts of 
the country as to the future. 
report that new enterprises are being| , 
contemplated and’that the industries al- 
rready established are gradually putting 
men back to work. The labor situation, 
‘however, is still one of the great prob- 
lems, to be solved, as in all of the large 
cities there is a vast army of unem- 
ployed workmen. This indicates to what 
extent the business situation of the 
‘country hasbeen affected within the last 
few months, or since the European war 
began. Authorities who have made a 
careful study of the situation are of the 
belief. that the new year will bring more 
activity in all lines of trade and that 
the return to prosperous times will be 
more noticeable after that time. 

In banking circles there appears to he 
some uncertainty as to the probable state 
of the money market from now until the 
new year begins. In some circles a har- 
dening of rates is looked for, not only 
because of the resumption of trading in 
stocks and the necessary .demand for 
money in,that direction, but for contem- 
plated demand -early in the new year. 
The present lower. money rates hyve re- 
sulted in a quieter ‘commercial paper 
market, with buyers unwilling to take 
much- paper under 5 to 5% per cent. 
During the last two or three weeks a 
fair amount of paper has been bought. by 
state banking institutions,. but there 
seems. to. be’a disposition on the part. of 
nuational banks to hold off a while, 
claiming that they are not yet in a 
position to enter the commercial paper 
market. , . 

In a good many lines cf business there 
seems to be an effort.to reduce liabilities 
tothe lowest. point prior to the issuance 
of new statements on Jan. 1. 

In the western iron and steel trade, 
sentiment continues better than at any 
time in the last’six months. A good 
demand .is in evidence ,in the pig iron 
trade. The. betterment shown in_ this 
market is being reflected/ in other de- 
partments and it is noted that railroad 
buying is somewhat freer. Prices, how- 
ever,.on nearly. all commodities are still 
low. 

In the dry. goods trade, the extremely 
cold weather has greatly stimulated the 
demand for all classes -of winter goods, 
scarcely an exception. being noted. Visit- 
ing merchants attend distributing points 
in large numbets and purchases for im- 
mediate delivery were heavy.

Only since last July have exports of 
lead in pigs, bars, etc., from-‘the United 
States been sufficiently important to 
merit a separate classification in the 
monthly summary of exports and im- 
ports of bureau of fareign and domesti¢ 
commerce. Up to that time, exports of 
pigs and bars were lumped under. the 
heads “manufactures of lead” and seldom 
amounted to as mu¢h as $50,000 in a 
single month over a long period. In July, 
however, there Was a sudden jump, and 
exports of pigs, bars, etc., amounted fo 
21,787,778 pounds, valued at $854,137. In 
August, exports were 10,657,561 pounds, 
valued at $443,879; in September, 5,585,- 
246 pounds, worth - $231,393; and in 
October, 15,659,912 pounds, on which a 
valuation of $594,544 was placed.

My study, flanked with ivied fir 


magnificent collections of maps relating 
to America, does ndét-. contain it, and in 
the large collection of plans of Boston, in 
the engineering department, there is only 
a photographic copy from the original 
one in the Library of Congress at Wash- 
ington. 

The map is about twenty-six by thirty- 
five inches within the border. It is 
roughly colored by hand in yellow, red, 
green’ and brown. The title at the top 
left-hand corner, within an _ elaborate 
cartouche ornamented with angels, flow- 
ers and other decorations, reads as fol- 
lows: “A mapp of New England from 
Cape Cod to Cape Sables Describing all 
the Sands Shoals Rocks and Difficultyes 
together with a Sand Draft of the Matta- 
thuysetts Bay Exactly Surveyed by the 
Author Tho. Pound. Sold-by Phillip Lea 
at the Atlas in Cheapside, iby Willm. 


scales, “A Scale of the Sand Draft” and 
“A Scale of English Leagues belonging to 
the Coast Draft.” In the lower right- 
hand corner is another highly decorated 
cartouche with male and female Indian 
on each side, the English coat of arms 
with the legend “Loyal in Adversity” 
entwined. This cartouche contains the 
dedication as follows: To the Right 
Honourable Charles Earl of Maclesfield 
Viscount and Baron of Brandon, Lord

“The name of Rookwood has also- be- 
come widely known within the last few 
decades. This pottery was founded in| 
1880 by Mrs. Maria Longworth Storer, 
a Cincinnati woman, who called it by the 
name of her father’s place. Her, idea 
was to produce with native clay an orig- 
inal type of pottery in which the color 
decoration was applied in the material 
itself before firing. The product. was 
then enriched.with appropriate. glazes. 
The enterprise was of a distinctly pie- 
neer nature; new processes: and styles 
were worked out, and instead of import- 
ing foreign decorators with fixed meth- 
ods, a staff of: American artists were 
brought together to solve the various 
problems of technique and design. In- 


deed: the beginning of: Rookwood pot-

tery may be considered as marking a 
new era for the craft in America. 
“Another important. development in 
this field began in 1898, when William 
H. Grueby discovered the glaze which 
bears his name and which has made the 
work .of ' his kilns justly famous. . As 
Mary White says in her interesting 
book, ‘How to Make Pottery,’ ‘Although 
for many years, dull finished pottery 
has been produced by sand-blasting ware 
with a glossy finish, or by taking a piece 
of glazed pottery and treating it with 
acid to make it dull, the Grueby pot- 
teries were the first in the history of 
ceramics to make a dull finish pottery 
in their kilns: The surface thus ob- 


.tained has a deep, velvety look, unlike 


any other finish made—such ag that 
which was possessed by old Corean pot- 
tery. The ware was first exhibited in 
Paris, in 1900, whereit made quite a 
sensation, and the French government 
awarded the Grueby Potteries a gold 
medal for enamels and glazes, as well as 
a silver medal for design, and gave Mr. 
Grueby personally a gold medal for the 
work he had accomplished in dull fin- 
ished enamels.’ ” 

‘Other American industries in this 
branch of work mentioned by the Crafts- 
man are the Trenton potteries; the Paul 
Revere industry at Boston; the Glen 
Tor Studio on the Hudson with “its ex- 
ceptionally beautiful designs”; the 
Gates potteries’ near Chicago; “home of 
the Teco ware”; the Dedham kiln “where 
such artistic tableware is made” and the 
Merrimac near Newburyport; the Vo 
mar in Metuchen, N. J., where the mat- 
glazed pottery is made; and Newcomb 
College in New Orleans, where artistic 
porery is made by the otudents.

A generation ago all the world was 
stirred by the report of what the excava- 
tions conducted by Schliemann _ the 
archeologist had done in determining 
that the Troy of the “Iliad” was a verit- 
able city. Dr. Samuel June Barrows, 
who was associated with the later work 
at Mycenae, says: 

“It wag Schliemann who began the 
modern siege of Troy. How he was 
laughed at for making the attempt! As 
if there were anything in Homer but pure 
fiction. His faith, enthusiasm, and per- 
severance were based on a settled con- 
sciousness of historic elements in Homer. 
In spite of the wonderful imaginative 
drapery in which the Homeric story was 
invested, Schliemann could feel the force 
and pressure of the reality beneath. Per- 
haps if he had been more critical and less 
trustful he would not have felt it; but 
he believed a real Troy, just as a real 
Greece, was the foundation of the 
story of the ‘Iliad.’ So, in his ardent 
faith, he went to the spot where tradi-

Egypt 


It was during the Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria. <A 
famous French actress who had come to London to witness the fes- 
tivities was watching the long procession of colonial and dominion 
troops defiling along Piccadilly from a balcony over the Green Park. 
As a West African regiment swung down the road, she turned to her 
companion with the demand “Les Egyptiens”? “No,” was. the 
answer, “Egypt does not- belong to England yet;” and the great 
sarah laughed—‘“Not yet.”’ Did, one wonders, Sarah Bernhardt 
remember that day, on Friday last, when the camelots were shouting 
along the boulevards the news that, with the consent of France, the 
United Kingdom had denounced the suzerainty of the Caliph on the 
Bosphorus, and proclaimed a protectorate over the land of the

ere Was a time when France would have acquiesced by no 
means so amicably in the permanent hoisting of the Union Jack from 


Alexandria to Khartoum. For upwards of a century, ever since: 


the day when the Pyramids looked down on the battalions of 
Napoleon massed in the desert at their feet, France had cherished 

a sentimental regard for Egypt. She levied upon the country that 
fort of first claim she levies upon Syria today. Then came the 
period, atter the building of the Canal, when the Egyptian question, 
time and time again, led to strained relations, even to possibilities 
of war between the two nations. The picturesque story of Lord 
Beaconsfield’s purchase of the canal shares, a few hours before they 
were to have been grabbed by the Russian bear, is, of Course, a 
romantic fiction. The government Disraeli forestalled was net that 
of St. Petersburg but that of Paris. Then came the si of dual 
control, from which Paris somewhat ignominously retired, when 
Gladstone sent the British fleet to Alexandria, and the army to drive 
Arabi Pasha from the entrenchments at Tel-el-Kebir. And _ finally 
the day when the heroic Marchand, at the head of a handful of 
native troops, fell, as it were, from the sky, at Fashoda, and planted 
the tricolor on the Nile. 

The determined attitude of Lord Kitchener in promptly plant- 
ing the Union Jack literally. just across the road brought matters to 
a climax. France took stock of the situation. She saw on the one 
side a British fleet, against whose guns she realized she had no 
chance, and on the other side the German eagle waving over Stras- 
bourg. Bitterly as she resented the detision, orders were sent to 
Marchand to haul down the tricolor. That was the hour Delcasse 
seized to make a friend of the United Kingdom. Within a few 
months the crowd on the boulevards which had sullenly muttered 

“a bas” at the Prince of Wales, was shouting “Vive le roi,’’ at the 
king. The treaty of peace had been consummated not only on paper, 
but in the spirit. 

From that moment France resigned her mere sentimental claim 
on Egypt to the far more actual one of the power which held India. 
Even then the suzerainty of the Turk, the mixed tribunals, and the 
capitulations balked the aims of the nominally dominant power at 
every turn. The sudden plunge of Turkey into the war provided 
the opportunity for liquidating all these difficulties simultaneously. 
Probably not a single great power regretted the action of the Porte, 
though the reasons for their satisfaction were many and various. 
Perhaps the reason of the United’ Kingdom was expressed in a 
sentence, written upwards of half a century ago, by the historian 
of the “War in Crimea’’:—‘The Englishman straining far: over to 
hold his loved India will plant a firm foot on the banks of the Nile, 
and sit in the seats of the Faithful.” 


Wrong Appropriation Methods Should Go 


CREDIT is claimed by the framers of the river and harbor bill, 
to be considered in the present session of Congress, for the paring 
down process to which have been subjected the estimates of the 
board of ‘engineers. “These estimates called for $53,000,000, as 
against an appropriation of $20,000,000 by the last session. They 
have been reduced so that the bill now provides for a total appro- 
priation of $34,138,580, or nearly $20,000,000 less than the requested 
amount. So far as the merits of the case are concerned, however, 
the publi¢ i is as inadequately informéd now as it was a year ago, 
or as it has been in this particular for many years. The paring down 
of the estimates does not of itself. make the bill any more worthy 
as a whole; the addition of another $20,000,000 to the original 
total might not make it any less worthy. The contrary, rather, might 
be the case in each instance. It is not the sizeeof the appropriation 
that has aroused objection, but the manner of making the appropria- 
tions. There are circumstances, plainly, under which it would be 
more advantageous to the government to spend $100,000,000 than a 
fifth of that sum on river and harbor improvements. There are 
circumstances, plainly, in which the reduction of a total appro- 
priation by $20,000,000 would by no means render desirable the 
allowance of a remaining $30,000,000. 


Here is where the supporters of the omnibus, grab~bag, “‘pork- 


barrel’ method of river and harbor appropriations seem to fail to 


see the point. It may be that the deserving have an opportunity 
equal with that of the undeserving in drawing pork from the barrel, 
but why allow the undeserving to draw any pork at all? Under 
the present system the undeserving are permitted to crowd around 
the barrel and grab because if refused this privilege they may, or 
they will, by their votes, prevent any distribution. It is against 
this pernicious arrangement that public opinion is protesting, not 
against appropriations of any amounts that may be necessary for 
legitimate improvements. 

Plans for the reformation of such a method. will probably be 
considered in the Senate. Senator Francis G. Newlands recom- 
mends a commission to have control over river and harbor expendi- 
tures. There are numerous. other proposals to the same end. At 
present the indications are that unless reform of the, system is 


assured the already reduced appropriations will be further scaled.

Dispelling Prejudice by Knowledge 


_ WITHIN a year an organization of. educators resident in oe 
southern states has been perfected which aims to concentrate u 

distinctively sectional problems the best intellect of the universities 
and colleges of ‘the region. Members of this commission who 
called on President Woodrow Wilson recently found him cordial 
because of his southern nativity and also because of his confidence 
in the service that-universities and colleges can render when problems 
of politics, economics and social adjustment age to be worked out. 


To the opinion of the president of the commission, speaking for it, 


that “inclusion and not exclusion must be the policy pursued on 
all race questions,” the President is reported to have given assent, 
adding a homily based on the text that “you cannot hate a man you 
know,” 


and that therefore the more intimate the knowledge of one 


race by another the less opportunity for prejudice and misunder- 


standing. Knowledge plus sympathy must be the clew to the wey 
Mutual good must be the ultimate aim. 

All thinkers who have reflected on the causes of misunderstand- 

ings betweén differing races of men, whether deploring or fostering 

the same, have conceded the transforming effect on disputants of 

facts seen in a right perspective and from many angles and by all 

persons concerned. Where education has been broad-based, approx- 


_ imately universal,-and free to do its illuminating and liberalizing 


work, prejudice of all kinds has had least power with the masses 
as they have been recruited from many racial stocks. Where con- 
tacts of individuals of differing races have been sufficiently close to 
permit disclosure of sympathy in a heartfelt, direct way there always 
has been a maximum of race amity. 

The time was when it was ‘the plan of northern political and 


educational leaders to prescribe for the South policies of recon- 


struction ‘and education that were not based on study of sectional 
conditions and that had back of them the threat of force. A new 
day has come and brought, with it new tactics by wise men North 
and South. The South, by summoning into existence such a com- 
mission of educators, shows how far it has gone; and the North turns 
now to the expert advisers of trusts like the Southern Education 
Board and to heads of institutions like Hampton Institute and Tuske- 
gee with niore confidence than to fervid orators or to politicians with 
political or party ambitions. 


Pacific Coast Fuel Supply 


THE secretary of ‘the United States navy has shared with the 
public his satisfaction in the proof furnished by severe tests. that 
coal from the Matanuska region in Alaska is, entirely satisfactory 
as a fuel supply for the navy. Prior experiments with coal from 
the Bering region had prov ed otherwise. Now the coal supplies for 
the fleets. that navigate the Pacific and the Atlantic may come in 
part at least trom a government-ow ned and operated mining region 
inithe far north, w ith a saving to taxpayers that will be considerable 
in the course of a year. For of course federal officials will see to 
it that a national asset like this does not igo the way of the deposits 
of Pennsylve-ia and Colorado. 

Given a large deposit of fuel of this quality, leased and operated 
under sensible conditions, and its value to the states and provinces 
south of the territory where it is mined will be large, too large to 
predict or to depict with any certainty, save to say that it will mean 
as much to manufactures on land as to ships and steamers engaged 
in the coast and high seas traffic. For lack of coal at moderate 
cost manufacturing: on the Pacific coast has not flourished as it 
would have done otherwise. To be sure the use of water power to 
produce electricity now is in a way discounting the value of coal 
for power production on land. — Nevertheless, cheaper coal means 


fmore factories, and more factories means less dependence on agri- 


cultural and lumbering prosperity for sectional welfare. The latter 
interests furnish “‘seasonable occupation” for workers that varies 
much, even in normal times, both as to wage paid and time of employ- 
nient. But the factories, when firmly planted and with markets won, 
will provide steadier conditions of labor much needed now on the 
western’ rim of the continent, whether in the republic.or in tlie 
Dominion. : 

If, therefore, Alaska is to wiaisarbiia ample supplies of good coal 
for naval and trading craft, and for coast consumers jas well, it is 
once more proving that William H. Seward. builded better than he 
knew when, while secretary of state, he induced Congress in 1867 
to accept Russia’s offer. * 


Making Optical Glass in United States 


DwrING the last month optical instruments of the highest type, 
embracing glass made in the United States, have been placed on the 
market both at home and abroad. Previously most of the glass for 
such instruments of precision has come from Europe, mainly from 
Germany, where combined efforts of the makers and aid from the 
government have made possible a product sold at rates which manu- 
facturers in the United States have not cared to try to meet in 
competition. Altered conditions inthe manufacturing world have 
led to ventures with considerable investment of capital by glassmakers 
in and about Pittsburgh; and now telescopes, periscopes, supra- 
scopes and field glasses, for which there is an unprecedented demand 
in Europe owing to: the war, are.being made and fitted with lenses 


- that are as all-American as are a mountings. 


This is not‘a case of monopoly suddenly occasioned by the turn 
of events, ‘for ‘lenses are still being made in Germany. It is a case 
of quick adjustment by the American manufacturer to unusual con- 
ditions, an adjustment that is creditable to his vigilance and. his 
responsiveness to opportunity. He has:labor costs to face that -his 
competitors abroad do:not have; and the present is not an opportune 
time for stressing pleas for governmental subsidies. “Moreover 
workmen equal to the task of making the optical glass are not to 
be had for the wishing alone. 

One among several reasons for German primacy in this field 
of manufacture has been the use made of knowledge’ of chemistry 
and its aid in determining the degree of dispersion when to the 
vitreous flux various oxides are added. German physicists also 
have shared in the sticcess in manufacturing glass that when ground 
meets the demands of refraction and dispersion of light. For years 
the imperial physical laboratory has served the leading glassmaking 


_ establishment’ of the nation, at Jena. 


- Governmental aid of this sort is not to be expected by the 
American glassmakers, but they have. reason to be confident’ sthat 
from schools.in which specialists in chemistry and physics investigate 
and teach they can count on aid of.a personal and practical sort,

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‘TheMarket Town and the Garden City 

IN NOTHING, perhaps, has the last decade shown a more definite 
advance in England than in the appreciation which it has developed 
of the essential value of the beautiful. Time was when the produc- 
tion and safeguarding of the beautiful was only admitted to be the 
province of voluntary effort. Stich effort was regarded, it is true, 
as wholly , commendable, but only comparatively few recognized its 
essential value. From being thus almost exclusively a private trust, 
it is-fast becoming a public care. In no direction, perhaps, has. this 
been more evidenced than in domestic architecture and in the plan- 
ring of tawns and villages. There has always been something about 
the old-world English market town, for instance, which has appealed 
to the town dweller. Its beauty, however, was largely thought to 
be due-to. its antiquity, and the sense of the beautiful was thus bound, 
as it so often has been, in.the fetters of time. 

It is, of course, a simpl¢ truism to. say that what is beautiful 
is at once and always beautiful, whether it counts its age by one 
hundred’days or a thousand yeats. Like many other such truths 
however, it is. never accorded a higher status than that of a pious 
opinion until it comes to be demonstrated. The advent of the 
garden city movement cJearly shows that the beauties of the old- 
world town.,with its unconscious amenities in waste lands, shady 
spaces, drinking pools, and whispering corners, as Dickens might 
have called them, are capable of being produced again in all their 
graciousness, with none of the disadvantages which ruder times and 
ruder methods involve. 


When Robert Owen some hundred years ago first conceived - 


his plan of the city of harmony, he evidently recognized as a first 
essential that there should be freedom; that the builder of houses 


should. be free in the largest possible measure, to build them: just 


where he most wanted, with just as much land as he wanted, and 
with no restrictions which would cramp development in house or 
gardens. In this way he was unconsciously reproducing the condi- 
tions in which the old-world town came into being. What the yeo- 
man and the goodman in Queen Elizabeth’s spacious days did without 
thought, Robert Owen, or at any rate his successors, are doing con- 
sciously and no whit less successfully today. There is perhaps a cer- 
tain tendency to decry their efforts and to stamp the garden city as 
an imitation. Such a position, however, has no foundation im any 
just estimate. The garden city of today, like the market town of 


yesterday, where the question of beauty of plan and situation is con- 


cerned, must be judged by the same standard. 


Toronto as a National Port. 


\WHATEVER may be said of the waterfront of Toronto, Ont., the 
remarks, if critical, might easily be duplicated in descriptions of the 
waterfronts of scores of other cities in Canada and in the United 
States on lakes, rivers and salt water bays. Perhaps in justice it 
should be explained at once that conditiong in this respect are rapidly 


changing, becayse popular thought on the subject is undergoing what 


amounts to a.revolution. In Toronto, as elsewhere, a movement 
toward the rehabilitation of the waterfront j is in progress. This. fact 
of itself will account for a great deal of the disorder visible in that 
quarter of an otherwise orderly and beautiful city. Already upwards 
of $1,500,000 has been expended by the Dominion government and 
the harbor commissioners in prosecuting the plans that are intended 
to make Toronto a still more important port. 

Reclamation, dredging and wharf construction are going on con- 
stantly. Approximately 900 men are now employed in the various 
departments of the work. Several thousand men are to be added 
to the. force next spring. The\time is within measurable distance 
when ‘Toronto will be able to take care of its shipping and water 
traffic as well as any other port on the Great lakes. The port is 
already recognized as one of the’most immportant in the interior. It 


has regular lines of steamers running to principal points on the Cana- 


dian and Americanysides of the lake chain and on the tributary 
rivers. Its sieamiaell extend their routes by lake and canal to Mon- 
treal on the St. Lawrence on-the one ‘side and to Port Arthur on 
Lake Superior on the other. The waterfront, dock and harbor 
work now under way will cost millions, but it, will “be worth to 
Toronto, when completed, far more: than it will have cost.

Booking Early for the Pacific Coast 


In a population of 100,000,000, even though. the percentage - 


be small, the number of persons that wish to travel and that are 
able to travel for pleasure must in the aggregate be very great. This 
is, especially true of Americans. Intense application to business 
affairs through.many years, and the building up-of independent for- 
tunes are factors that have contributed in these latter times to the 
creation of at least a semi-leisure class of considerable proportions, 
as witness the American contingent “stranded” in Europe last August, 
September. and October. .It has been estimated that upward of 


500,000 pleasure-seeking Americans might have been found in over- 


sea countries during certain seasons of any recent year. For obvious 
reasons most of these are now in their-own country, and for obvious 


reasons most of them will remain within the borders of their own 


country for the time being. 


Great niumbers of them, no doubt, will join the mighty caravans 
‘that in 1915 aré to move across what once were called the ‘great 


American plains and deserts. The element of speculation ‘does fot 
enter so much as formerly into this kind of calculation. “Travel in 
the direction of the’ Pacific, wé learn, alfeady has greatly increased ; 
all indications point to its increase at a much greater ratio within 
the next few months. 
operating departments already recommend prospective visitors to 
“the coast,’ to book early and avoid the rush. 

Why the golden sheres that stretch from San Diego to the 


Canadian line, more than any other’part of the United States, should ~ 


now attract the great semi-leisure class is a point not very difficult 
of explanation. The present is peculiatly a Pacific coast period. 
The completion of the Panama canal has made it so; the formal 
celebration of the inauguration of that waterway, with two exposi- 
tions in California in honor thereof, is to emphasize this fact.
